The hatches were 
opened and streams of water from the 
deck hose were added to those from the 
floodiusf sysirfin. 


The lire was right abreast of ths aux- 


iliary boilers in a coal bunker partly 
filled with soft cosL The heat from the 
toilers had caused the coal to smoulder, 
iuid this iu turn had charred the shell 
boxes through tho separating bulkheads. 
It is thought no ilamage was done un- 
less it be found that the ammunition 
was injured by water.
